by  the  Clerk  of  the  Corporation,  and  the  above  compensation 
shall  be  in  lieu  of  all  costs  or  other  charges  against  the  Cor* 
poration. 

Resolved,  further,  That  the  police  magistrate  shall  collect 
all  fines  and  judgments  made  by  him,  after  the  passage  of 
this  resolution,  and  pay  them  over  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Cor- 
poration as  collected,  and  settle  his  accounts  with  the  Clerk 
monthly,  before  the  payment  of  his  salary,  and  upon  the  fai- 
lure so  to  do,  the  Clerk  shall  report  him  to  the  Corporation, 
who  may  declare  the  office  vacant  and  elect  another  in  his 
stead. 

Resolved , further,  That  the  police  magistrate,  before  en- 
tering upon  his  duties,  shall  execute  a bond,  to  be  filed  with 
the  Clerk,  in  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  for  the  faithful 
discharge  of  ^he  duties  of  his  office ; and  the  said  police  ma- 
gistrate shall,  in  the  event  of  his  sickness  or  temporary  ab- 
sence from  town,  have  power,  and  it  shall  be  bis  duty,  to  ap- 
point some  other  magistrate  to  act  in  his  ph  ce  during  suck 
sickness  or  temporary  absence. 

Resolved,  further,  That  all  laws  inconsistent  with  this 
resolution  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  repealed.

the  payment  of  taxes  without  requiring  the  collector  for  taxes 
on  real  estate  to  search  for  personal  property  if  found  within 
the  town.

throng  those  streets  almost  every  hour  of  the  night,  and  which

at  the  same  time — collisions  which  it  is  hardly  possible  to 
avoid,  even  during  the  day;  also,  to  make  known  to  Con- 
gress that  large  numbers  of  dangerous  persons  have  been  at- 
tracted here  by  the  army,  and  against  whose  outrages  it 
would  be  impossible  to  guard,  should  these  main  avenues  of 
the  town  be  left  in  total  darkness.

AN  ORDINANCE  laying  a General  and  Special  Direct  Tax  for  the  year 
1862,  and  providing  for  the  collection  thereof. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and 
Board  of  Common  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  Georgetown, 
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That  there  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  levied  a direct  tax  of 
sixty-five  cents  on  each  and  every  hundred  dollars  of  the  as- 
sessed value  of  real  and  personal  property  liable  to  taxation 
as  the  same  shall  stand  assessed  and  valued  on  the  books  of 
assessment  of  the  Corporation  now  in  the  hands  of  the  As- 
sessors; and,  also,  there  shall  be,  and  hereby  is,  levied  an 
additional  special  tax  of  five  cents  on  each  and  every  hundred 
dollars  of  the  assessed  value  of  real  and  personal  property  as 
the  same  shall  stand  valued  and  assessed  on  the  books  afore- 
said, excepting  in  both  instances  public  burying  grounds, 
the  Female  Orphan  Asylum,  and  houses  of  public  religious 
worship ; and  the  Clerk  of  the  Corporation  is  hereby  direc- 
ted to  keep  separate  accounts  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures 
of  the  general  and  special  direct  taxes  hereby  levied,  and  to 
apply  the  latter  according  to  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  Con- 
gress entitled  “An  act  authorizing  the  corporate  authorities 
of  Georgetown  to  impose  additional  taxes,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses,M approved  March  2,  1855,  and  to  no  other  purpose 
whatever;  and  he  is  hereby  directed  Vo  account  annually  to 
the  Corporation  for  his  application  of  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  each  of  the 
taxes  hereby  levied  and  imposed  shall  be  collected  by  the 
collector  appointed  by  the  two  Boards  of  the  Corporation  in 
joint  meeting  on  the  first  Monday  in  January,  1860;  and  in 
two  weeks  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  the  Clerk  of 
the  Corporation  shall  make  out  and  deliver  to  the  Collector 
the  taxes  hereby  levied  in  two  separate  tax  lists.  The  said 
Collector  shall,  within  fifteen  days  after  he  shall  have  receiv- 
ed them,  make  out  an  account  of  each  of  the  taxes  hereby 
chargeable  on  all  real  and  personal  property  under  this  ordi- 
nance, and  shall  within  the  period  aforesaid  deliver  the  same 
respectively  to  the  proprietors  of  said  property  if  he,  she,  or 
they  be  a resident  within  the  town,  and  demand  payment 
thereof;  and  whenever  any  proprietor  shall  be  a non-resi- 
dent, he  shall  deliver  the  said  accounts  respectively,  in  the 
case  of  real  property,  to  the  tenant  or  occupant  of  the  lot  or 
lots  on  which  the  same  is  chargeable,  if  such  property  be  let 
or  occupied,  and  in  case  of  personal  property  to  the  person 
or  persons  in  whose  use  or  possession  it  may  be,  and  demand 
payment  thereof  from  such  tenant  or  occupant,  or  possessor, 
in  the  same  manner,  and  within  the  same  period. 
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Sec.  3.  And  be  it  ordained , That  in  every  instance  in 
which  either  of  the  taxes  under  this  ordinance  shall  be  un- 
paid by  the  first  Monday  in  November  next,  the  said  Collec- 
tor is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  proceed  to  enforce 
payment  of  the  said  taxes  by  distress  and  sale  of  any  per- 
sonal property  belonging  to  the  person  properly  chargeable 
with  the  taxes  hereby  levied  wherever  found  within  the  town, 
and  if  there  be  none  such,  then  by  distress  and  sale  of  such 
personal  property  as  may  be  found  on  the  premises  chargeable 
with  said  taxes,  except  such  property  as  the  act  of  Congress 
extending  the  jurisdiction  of  Justices  of  the  Peace  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  exempts,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Collector,  before  he  sells  any  personal  property  so  distrained, 
to  give  twenty  days  public  notice,  by  putting  up  a notice  at 
the  Town  House  and  at  the  Market  House,  and  also  serving 
one  on  the  party  whose  goods  are  distrained,  if  to  be  found 
by  him  within  the  town,  of  the  time  and  place  of  sale,  and 
the  amount  of  each  of  the  taxes  herein  levied  due,  and  for 
which  distress  is  made. 

Sec.  4.  An  i be  it  ordained , That  where  there  is  no  per- 
sonal property  liable  as  aforesaid  for  the  payment  of  either 
of  the  taxes  hereby  chargeable  on  any  lot  or  lots,  or  parts  of 
lots,  whether  the  same  be  the  property  of  a resident  or  non- 
resident proprietor,  and  if  the  said  taxes  be  unpaid  on  the  day 
before  mentioned,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Collector,  and 
is  hereby  required,  to  enforce  the  payment  of  such  taxes  by 
the  sale  of  such  lot  or  lots,  or  parts  of  lots,  or  so  much  there- 
of as  may  be  necessary;  and  the  course  of  his  proceedings  shall 
be  as  follows:  He  shall  advertise  the  property,  when  owned 
by  persons  residing  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  for  public  sale 
in  some  newspaper  published  in  Georgetown,  or  if  there  be 
none  such,  then  in  a Washington  newspaper;  and  when  the 
property  is  owned  by  a person  or  persons  not  residing  in  the 
District  of  Columbia,  also  in  the  National  Intelligencer  and 
an  Alexandria  newspaper,  once  a week  for  twelve  successive 
weeks  previous  to  the  day  of  sale;  in  which  advertisement 
shall  be  stated  the  time  and  place  of  sale,  the  number  of  lot 
or  lots,  or  parts  of  lots  of  ground  intended  to  be  sold,  the 
value  thereof,  and  the  amount  of  each  of  the  taxes  due  and 
owing  thereon;  also,  the  names  of  the  persons  to  whom  the 
same  are  respectively  assessed,  and  if  before  the  day  of  sale 
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advertised  as  aforesaid,  the  owner,  his  or  her  agent  or  attor- 
ney, shall  not  pay  the  amount  of  each  of  the  taxes  hereby 
levied,  with  all  costs  thereon  assessed,  the  said  Collector  shall 
sell  the  said  lot  or  lots  or  parts  thereof,  or  as  many  as  may 
be  necessary  to  pay  said  taxes,  for  cash,  to  the  highest  bid- 
der; and  a certificate  shall  be  issued  by  the  Collector,  setting 
forth  that  such  person  is  the  purchaser,  and  the  amount  paid 
by  him.  And  if,  at  or  before  The  expiration  of  twelve  months 
from  the  day  of  sale,  the  owner  shall  not  appear  and  pay  to 
the  Collector,  the  Mayor,  or  the  purchaser,  the  amount  of 
each  of  said  taxes  hereby  levied,  and  costs,  and  each  of  said 
taxes  accruing  subsequent  to  sale,  and  ten  per  cent,  interest 
on  the  purchase  money,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the 
Mayor,  and  he  is  hereby  required,  at  the  expiration  of  said 
time,  to  convey  the  title  in  fee  simple  of  said  property  to  the 
purchaser,  by  deed,  under  his  hand  and  seal  of  the  Corpo- 
ra t on. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  ordained , That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Collector  regularly  to  pay  over  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Cor- 
poration the  money  by  him  from  time  to  time  collected,  in 
vii  tue  of  the  ordinance,  in  manner  prescribed  by  the  ordinance 
regulating  the  Collector’s  bond,  and  for  other  purposes,  ap- 
proved (jth  June,  1829,  and  at  every  such  payment  to  furnish 
the  Clerk  with  a list  of  the  several  persons  from  whom  such 
collections  have  been  made,  with  the  amount  collected  from 
each,  and  of  each  of  the  taxes  hereby  levied  separately;  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  record  the  said  list  in  a 
book  to  be  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose,  and  the  Collector 
shall  settle  a final  account  of  his  collections  by  virtue  of  this 
ordinance,  with  the  said  Clerk,  by  the  first  day  of  Jan- 
uary next,  in  default  of  which  the  Collector  shall  be  reported 
by  the  Clerk  to  the  Recorder  lor  suit,  and  shall  be  sued  forth- 
with, for  any  deficiency  not  paid  over,  and  be  chargeable  with 
interest  on  the  same,  from  the  said  last  mentioned  day,  in 
w’hich  account  shall  be  allowed  as  commission  for  his  services 
at  tho  rate  of  three  per  cent,  on  the  monies  by  him  collected, 
and  paid  over  to  the  Corporation. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  ordained , That  where  either  of  the 
taxes  hereby  levied  are  due  from  the  same  person  on  more 
than  one  lot  or  lots,  or  parts  of  lots,  and  the  said  lot  or  lots 
or  parts  of  lots,  shall  be  offered  for  sale  as  aforesaid,  it 
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Bhall  be  the  duty  of  the  Collector  to  advertise  and  sell,  for 
the  sum  of  the  two  taxes  due  on  the  whole  number  of  lots 
or  parts  of  lots  at  the  same  time,  but  to  sell  no  more  of 
said  lots  or  parts  of  lots  than  may  be  sufficient  to  raise 
the  whole  amount  of  the  sum  of  the  taxes  hereby  levied 
and  in  arrear  and  due,  with  the  expenses  of  the  collection 
thereof,  which  shall  include  but  one  execution  fee  ; which  fee, 
with  all  the  other  expenses  of  distress,  advertisement,  and 
sale,  shall  be  raised  and  paid  out  of  the  property  sold,  in  the 
same  manner,  and  at  the  same  time  that  the  sum  of  both  the 
taxes  herein  levied  are  raised  and  paid. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  ordained , That  the  Collector  in  every 
instance  of  distress  of  personal  property  for  the  taxes  hereby 
levied  under  this  ordinance,  and  whether  or  not  he  shall  make 
a sale,  be  authorized  to  charge  for  his  cost  and  trouble,  as 
well  the  fee  of  one  dollar,  as  a commission  of  five  per  cent 
on  the  amount  of  the  taxes  in  arrear,  to  be  included  and  recov- 
ered in  like  manner  with  the  taxes,  and  as  an  expense  inci- 
dent thereto.  And  in  every  case  of  advertisement  of  real 
property  for  sale  for  the  said  taxes  in  arrears,  and  whether 
or  not  a sale  shall  be  made,  the  said  Collector,  in  addition  to 
the  fee  of  one  dollar,  shall  be  allowed  to  charge  for  his  cost 
and  trouble  a commission  of  two-and-a-half  per  cent,  on  the 
amount  of  the  sum  of  both  the  taxes  hereby  levied  and  in  ar- 
rear, to  be  included  and  recovered  in  like  manner  with  the 
said  taxes  in  arrear,  and  as  an  expense  incident  thereto. 
And  in  no  future  case  of  distress  of  personal  property  for 
the  taxes  herein  levied  shall  it  be  required  of  the  Collector 
to  give  personal  notice  thereof  to  any  other  owner  than  such 
as  resides  within  the  limits  of  the  town,  and  have  actual  pos- 
session of  the  property  distrained  at  the  time  of  such  distrain, 
any  ordinance  of  this  Corporation  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing. And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Collector  at  the 
appointed  time  of  closing  his  collections  to  report  to  the  Cor- 
poration a list  showing  the  names  of  the  persons  in  arrear  for 
each  of  the  taxes  herein  levied,  the  amount  due  by  each,  re- 
spectively, together  with  a statement  of  the  cases,  and  amounts 
of  charges  made  by  him  under  the  provisions  of  the  ordi- 
nance. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  or  dained}  That  the  Collector  be, 
and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to  allow  a discount 


of  ten  per  centum  on  all  the  taxes  levied  under  the  aforegoing 
ordinance,  paid  to  him  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  April 
next;  and  the  sum  of  eight  per  centum  on  all  sums  of  said 
taxes  paid  to  him  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  next; 
and  the  sum  of  six  per  centum  on  all  said  taxes  paid  to  him 
on  or  before  the  first  of  October  next.

with  gas,  which  has  occurred,  or  may  hereafter  he  incurred, 
and  to  no  other  purpose  whatever.

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  when  any  lot, 
or  lots,  or  part  thereof,  at  the  intersection  of  any  two  streets, 
shall  change  owners,  and  be  subdivided,  then  any  portion  of 
said  lot,  or  lots,  or  part  thereof  not  on  the  intersection  of 
any  two  streets,  shall  be  subject  to  the  provision  of  the  ordi- 
nance approved  May  9, 1859,  in  relation  to  water  distribution, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  collector  to  collect  the  water 
tax  imposed  by  that  ordinance,  allowing  the  extension  of  time 
granted  in  this  ordinance.

ers and  bank  officers;  and  that  any  of  the  named  classes  of

That  the  amount  of  said  bequest  ($285,91)  be  exchanged  by 
the  Clerk  for  stock  of  this  Corporation  bearing  six  per  cent 
interest,  on  the  best  terms,  and  in  the  name  of  the  Trustee  of 
the  Poor  and  Work  House. 

Be  it  further  resolved , That  the  said  trustee  shall,  on  or 
about  the  first  day  of  July  1863,  and  every  year  thereafter, 
draw  from  the  Clerk  the  interest  on  said  stock,  to  be  by  said 
trustee  expended  in  the  purchase  of  such  articles  of  diet  as 
may  be  necessary  to  prepare  an  extra  dinner  for  the  inmates 
of  the  Poor  and  Work  House,  to  be  served  to  said  inmates  on 
the  4th  day  of  July  in  each  year  hereafter. 

Be  it  also  resolved , That  the  Clerk  prepare  and  send  to 
Mrs.  Maria  Bohrer  and  Mrs.  Eliza  M.  Mosher  copies  of  these 
resolutions — one  copy  to  each  lady.
